On Jetty for 27 
Hours Are Saved 


SANDUSKY. O July 4— FI—Ten 
cold and hungry men leaped to the 
decks of coast guard boats last 
night and so were rescued from a 
precarious position on the Cedar 
Point jetty they had maintained lor 
27 hours 
Exhibiting hands blistered from 
the desperate struggle to cling to 
the steel supports of the small fog 
horn and lighthouse at the end of 
the jetty, the men told today how 
they sang and jabbed each other to 
keep awake and squirmed about on 
their small perch to keep warm 
while coast guardsmen stood by.

NEBRASKA LOOKS UP. 


"•BEPORTS of the harvest from sections of Nebras- 
•**- ka furnish a reminder of 
the 
observations 


made by a distinguished American, who, while seri- 
ously ill was reported to have died. Upon being told 
by his friends of the circumstances, he was reputed 
to have said: 


"It seems my sickness has been over-exaggerated." 
So it would appear with reference to wheat. There 


is a short crop in the state—one of the smallest since 
the turn of the century—but the fact is that in many 
counties in the east and the southeast areas, grain 
is turning out much better than 
was anticipated. 


Two fields in Lancaster county Monday were report- 
ed to have yielded an average of 34 bushels to the 
acre in one instance and 29'i bushels in the other. 
The wheat sold on the farm for 80 cents a bushel, 
which is nearly four times what it would have 
brought less than four months ago. In Gage coun- 
ty, it was reported the average yield ranged from 10 
to 25 bushels to the acre, while Richardson showed 
up better with an average of from 20 to 30 bushels 
per acre. Parts of Seward, Saline, Fillmore, Polk, 
Jefferson, and York counties reflect cheering news 
as the threshers sing a merry song in the fields. 


The situation brought from A. E. Anderson, state 


and federal crop statistician, a statement that a part 
of the winter wheat in Nebraska did not shrink as 
much as was expected two or three weeks ago and 
that in the extreme eastern counties, and in the east- 
central counties, the grain, while undersized, will 
make excellent milling wheat. To that should be add- 
ed that it will put more money in the farmers' pock- 
ets than any crop produced in the last three years. 


For the time being, the rapid climb in the values 


of farm commodities will not be so perceptible in the 
channels of trade as ordinarily. The advance scored 
by wheat, corn, and other grains has been utilized by 
the farmer for the purpose of meeting back taxes, de- 
linquent interest, and other debts. The grain that 
he has sold has gone for those purposes, and he is 
holding back as much as he can in the belief that 
before the upward climb ends, it will be possible to 
obtain more. 


It is an impressive showing made by the Omaha 


grain exchange during the month of June, however. 
The receipts, totaling 5,291.000 bushels of grain, were 
the largest since August of 1931, and were nearly five 
times In excess of those received during June of 1932. 
Of these shipments, 1.800,000 bushels were made up 
of wheat, compared with 713,000 bushels for June, 
1932; corn, 2,443,000 bushels, as against 351,400 bush- 
els a year ago: oats, 908,000 bushels, and 74,000 in 
1932; rye. 114,000 bushels in 1933. 2.800 in 1932; and 
barley, 27.200 bushels in 1933 against 1.600 in '32. 


The Nebraska farmer is going to market. 
Those 


able to hold their grain during the period when prices 
fell into a seemingly bottomless pit are reaping the 
rewards now of fortitude and courage. The wheat 
held back is insignificant as compared to corn. It 
was a magnificent crop of corn which the state har- 
vested a year ago—the yield was heavy and the 
quality excellent—and a large portion of it still is re- 
posing on Nebraska farms to be converted into cash 
under the infinitely more favorable conditions which 
prevail now. 


All of these factors have a definite bearing on con- 


ditions within the state. They distinctly are more 
heartening and encouraging than any outlook since 
1930. 
The crops produced in the last three seasons 


have been grown with costs which make present 
prices profitable. The Nebraska farmer, upon whom 
economic stability within Nebraska depends 
can 


make his way with 80 cent wheat and 50 cent corn 
The prospect is that he will receive more than that. 
It is Inevitable that purchasing power in Nebraska 
will be improved tremendously In the 
next few 


months, and when that happens, much of the worry 
will be dissipated. Nebraska occupies a position of 
great advantage at this time, and should be well on 
the way out of her troubles. 


something: on account, as Great Britain and other*

The possibility exists that if France and her gold 


allies should quit and go home the United States and 
the British empire might continue the conference by 
themselves, with such other countries as cared to re- 
main, and accomplish something really worth while 
after the discordant elements are out. 


We may be nearer than we realize to an under- 


standing between all the English-speaking peoples of 
the world that will put to rout the ancient system of 
European diplomacy with its selfish inconsistencies, 
hypocritical pretensions, and brazen refusal to pay 
honest debts. 


IDEALS OF UBERTY. 
ORATORS seizing upon the Fourth of July as an 


excuse to punish their fellow countrymen were 


hobbled in a fashion never before recorded in this 
country. It had been their habit to eulogize Ameri- 
can individualism as set forth in the 
charter of 


freedom. 
| They must have been impressed with the fact that 


i the country definitely had turned its face away from 


j individualism and had embraced collectivism. Wheth- 
er you like it or not, that is the fact, and it is made 
water proof through congressional action conferring 
upon the president and his associates vast powers to 
usher in co-operative action. 


Popular conceptions frequently impart conflicting 


and contradictory ideas to individual liberty and free- 
dom. 
If the individual were free to do what he might 


wish, it would mean rule by the strongest and the 
most ruthless. 
Contradictory as it is, government 


frequently must intervene in restraining the stronger 
in order to permit the weaker to enjoy the same op- 
portunities. 
That is the real significance of demo- 


cratic government and the clear intent which in- 
spired the Declaration of Independence. 
It wasn't 


written in order to insure freedom for the strong; 
on the contrary, it was framed to protect the liber- 
ties of the weak. The strong have the habit of tak- 
ing care of themselves rather well. 


America still is short two centuries of age as a 


democracy, and is the oldest of democratic govern- 
ments. It hasn't been an accident, to be classed as 
good fortune, or the benign smile of providence, 
which brought the nation to the exalted position it 
has occupied. Other countries equally blest with na- 
tural resources have failed to attain the same living 
standards. 
The instrument of liberty, whose anni- 


versary is celebrated on the Fourth of July, con- 
tributed in no small fashion to the real progress and 
accomplishment of the American people.

THE COUNTY PHYSICIAN. 


Lancaster county commissioners undoubtedly 


did a very wise thing when they resolved to pay 


the county physician a stipulated annual salary, in- 
stead of letting the position to the one who would 
do the work at the lowest price, as had been pro- 
posed some time ago. There can be no doubt that 
the members of the board heard a great deal of un- 
favorable comment on the proposal that had been 
made, which was considered rather shocking to most 
people. 


The salary to be allowed by the board. $150 per 


month, should make It possible to obtain the services 
of a first class member of the profession, as the work 
required will leave him ample time to take care of a 
rather extensive practice in addition to looking aft- 
er the county patients, it should be distinctly un- 
derstood, however, that the indigent and unfortun- 
ate must receive the same conscientious care as Is 
bestowed upon people who are able to pay for the 
sen-ices of a physician. Any inattention or neglect 
of county charges should result in the immediate dis- 
missal of the doctor who is appointed to the place. 


The idea of letting the position of county physi- 


cian to the lowest bidder was repulsive to thinking 
citizens, seeming to indicate that the commissioners 
realized that they must make some sort of a showing 
in the matter of providing medical care for the in- 
digent, but that they intended to get by with as lit- 
tle expense as possible, regardless of the 
kind of 


service rendered to the needy. The people of tan- 
caster county do not believe in that sort of thing. 
They want their affairs looked after in a business 
like manner, but they realize that they have a duty 
to perform toward their unfortunate neighbors, and 
they propose to perform It. 


It would seem that some plan could and should 


be worked oat for combining the health work of the 
tity and county, and perhaps when the report of the 
survey recently made is submitted Jt will contain 
something to this effect For this reason it is eager- 
ly awaited by those interested in such matters.

The man hemmed in by the works 
of his own hands is apt to be more 
sophisticated and le^s thorough in 
his thinking about the Eternal One. 
Strange as it may seem the poor, 
who live on the edge of insecurity, 
frequently display a more fervent 
faith in God's Providence than the 
rich, while those whose domestic 
affections are nourished by devo- 
tion to the AU Father meet life's 
troubles and complexities wtlh a 
trust and assurance the unbelieving 
do not have. To this extent man 
makes God In his own image, and he 
is able to do this because God first 
stamped His image on man. 
To attempt a classification, even 
of the major type indicated, would 
require a volume, so I conclude with 
one broad division. Two distinct 
kinds of religious experience are 
characteristic of man's conceptions 
of his Creator. 
One sees Him n 
an ordered and Divine Society which 
is His historic witness to mankind. 
The second sess Him in the starry 
heavens above and the moral law 
beneath. When these unite in our 
spiritual guides they are well fur- 
nished for their task.

The old profit- 
making system regardless of flesh 
and blood elements has proved its 
own Nemesis. 
Now we must strive for deliberate 
social guidance and construction for 
social purposes with sharing as the 
motive power and the loyal co-op- 
eration of all concerned as the goal. 
These can brine us through the 
maze that baffles the bsst minds, j 
And we should enter upon the new | 
day convinced that the brains which i 
have built our wonderful industrial 
organizations can master its move- 
ments and control its output, usins 
these for the immense advantage of 
our sons and daughters after us. 
Unless some such nro?ram as I have 
suggested is adootsd our civiliza- 
tion will be needless'y endangered.

The greatest danger is contamina- 
tion of the wound by tetanus ba- 
cilli, which produce lockjaw. Over 
halt of the cases of lockjaw 
arc 
caused by wounds falling into four 
classes: (1) punctured nail wound 
of the foot; (2) laceration 
of tne 
finger: (3) laceration of the foot, 
and (4) a sliver in the foot. The 
lacerated wounds of the finger and 
foot include the Fourth of July in- 
juries. 


Lockjaw develops in most cases 


within nine days but may require 14 
days. The poison which is generated 
in the wound moves up the nerve 
fibers and enters the central nerv- 
ous system 
in that way. While 
symptoms may n9t show up 
for 
nine days, the beginning of the de- 
velopment 
of the 
disease occurs 
very rapidly. Experiments 
oT a 
Japanese investigator who infected 
rats with tetanus are interesting on 
this point. He infected the end ol 
the rat's tail and then cut the tail 
| off at varying periods of time. He 
i found that unless he cut the tail 
off within an hour, the rat 
died 


, of lockjaw. 
) These investigations are import- 
! ant as indicating that tetanus anti- 
' toxin must be administered prompt- 
ly in such wounds. "He wno hesi- 
tates is lost." Preferably the anti- 
toxin should be given at a point in 
the body between the wound and 
the central nervous system. For in- 
stance, if the wound is in the foot, 
the antitoxin should be glveninthe 
thigh; if in the finger, in the arm. 


For those who have to 
tafee 
tetanus antitoxin it is well to be 
prepared for a serum rash about a 
week later. This consists in hives 
and 
an itchlne eruption of tne 
skin. Most of the cases are miifl 
and reouire no treatment, but. se- 
vere cases may require adrenalin 
injections.
